REPORT BY CONSUL FOWLER. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.1 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Consul 
Fowler at Che Foo, in a supplement to 
a former report to the State Depart- 
ment from Consul-General Goodnow at 
Shanghai upom United States trade 
with China, shows that in four years, 
from 1896 to 1899, Inclusive, we have 
doubled our sales with China.

Li Hung Chang Asks Assistance—Peking 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, June 23, 3 a.m.—{By At- 
lantic Cable.) The silence of Peking 
continues unbroken. Four thousand 
men of the allied forces were having 
sharp defensive fighting at Tien-Tsin 
Tuesday, and with a prospect of being 
reinforced Thursday.

“Eight hundred Americans are tak- 
ing part in the fighting at Tien-Tsin,” 
says the Shanghai correspondent of 
the Daily Express, cabling. last even- 
ing, “and they apparently form a part 
of a supplementary force, arriving with 
Germans and British after the conflict 
started.

Great Damage in. Business 
Distrlet of Pittsburgh. 


(A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
PITTSBURGH, June 22.—Fire in one 
of the principal downtown business 
blocks today caused a loss of $250,000, 


invotving eight buildings containing 
many office tenants. The aggregate 
insurance will more then cover this 
amount. The fire broke out in the rear 
of the Eichbaum Company's printing 
establishment, supposedly caused by 
spontaneous combustion. The Bich- 
baum building fronts on Fifth avenue, 
a few doors below Wood street, was 
six stories high and was tenanted by 
many office-holders, among them be- 
ing Duff's College, occupying the two 
upper floors, and the Holmes BPlectric 
Company on the third floor. 
Before the firemen 
effective work the fire had communi- 
cated to the Exchange National Bank 
Building, next door below, and from 
there to the Hussey Building, adjoin- 
ing. Simultaneously the fire extended 
to James Platt's saloon and restau- 
rant and A. M. Murdock’s flower store 
on the upper side. For a time the 
entire block bounded by Fifth avenue, 
Wood street, Diamond and Market 
streets seemed doomed to destruction. 
The greatest excitement prevailed in 
the rooms of Duff's business college, 
where fifty or more st nts were at 
work The extension | the flames 
was so rapid that théke people had 
to fun for their Iives, Several fire- 
men were caught the débris of a 
wall, but none were hurt se- 
riously. The principal losses are the 
Eichbaum Building, $75,000: the Hussey 
Building, $30,000; Duff's College, $15,- 
000, and many for smaller amounts.

not enter commerce now form an im- 
portant feature of the transactions be- 
tween the great business centers of 


The advance of transportation fa- 
cilities upon the ocean has been almost 
as wonderful as upon the land. In the 
first quarter of a century commerce 
was compelled to rely upon the sail- 
ing vessel for the transportation of 
bulky as well as the more valuable 
anf costly articles of merchandise. 
When toward the middle of the cen- 
tury the construction of iron vessels 
began, and almost simultaneously the 
screw propeller was substituted for 
the paddle-wheel steamer, the wonders 
of ocean transportation developed very 
rapidly. These improvements in turn 
were followed by the use of steel .in- 
stead of iron, by which the carrying 
power of the vessel was increased 20 
per cent. With these developments 
came an enormous increase in both 
size, speed and carrying power of the 
vessels, and the great steel steam- 
ships which today ply the ocean in 
every direction carry each as much as 
a considerable fleet of sailing vessels 
éarried at the beginning of the century. 
They transport goods with much 
@reater speed and at a trifling cost 
compared with that of eariler periods. 
Not only have they an enormous ad- 
vantage in speed and carrying capacity, 
but in the matter of safety and the 
power of propulsion against head winds 
and storms there is given to ocean 
traffic an enormous advantage 


over that of the beginning of 
the century. Another great gain to 
ocean traffic which has come with the 


last half of the century is the elimina- 
tion of piracy from the seas and the 


freedom from losses of property and 
even life from these causes. 


It is impossible in the limits of a 


study of this character to do more 
than outline the causes of the wonder- 
ful change in commerce, and especial! 
iri international commerce, and to sug- 
gest some of the more prominent facts 
with referénce to its growth, both as 
to causes, and results.

With the application of steam the 
carrying power of a vessel was greatly 
increased, because with the increased 
speed it could make so many more 
trips in a given time, and as a conse- 
quence statisticians usually estimate 
that the annual carrying power of a 


sailing vessel of equal tonnage. Hence 
the iritroduction of steam upon the 
oceans and rivers multipiied very rap- 
idly the carrying power of the. vessels so 
that the carrying power of the world's 
shipping. which in 1800 was 4,000,000 
tons, had by 1860 become 15,000,000 tons, 
by 1875 30,000,000 tons, and at the pres- 
ent time ‘s probadily 65.£00,000 tons. 
The latest official information puts the 
tonnage of the sailing vessels in 1899 
at over 10,000,000 tons and that of steam 
vessels at over 13,000,000 tons, and re- 
ducing this to the sail standard, by 
which everything was measured a cen- 
tury ago, gives the “carrying power” 
at about the figures named.

prising. At the beginning of the cen- 
tury our total commerce amounted ‘o 


000,000,000 today, and even that was 
something phe as comp-xured 
with only a decade eartier. The record 
of American commerce in the opening 
years of the century is a peculiar one. 
The wars between the great nations of 


in international commerce, both he- 
cause of the destruction of the ships 
by those of the countries which were 
at war with each other and by the 
fact that their people and their ship- 
ping were compelled to give thoir at- 
tention to these wars. American sail- 
ing ships, known as “clipper” ships, 
were then the finest and fastest in tre 
world, and as a result of these condi- 
tions in Europe they obtained a large 
share of the carrying trade of ‘tne 
world. This fact, coupled with the 
increasing supplies which the people 
of the United States were able to fur- 
nish to meet the wants of Europe, ie- 
gitimately increased our commerce 
very considerably. In addition to this, 
however, our apparent commerce wes 
greatly swelled by peculiar circurn- 
stances. The laws of Great Britain 
prohibited the transportation of com- 
modities between her colonies and the 
mother country in other than Briti¢h 
ships; but as this was then imprac- 
ticable, and there was great demand 
in England for the products of the 
colonies, the laws were construed to 
permit the transportation of this class 
of ~-ods in American vessels, provided 
the goods from the colonies were first 
landed in the United States, and so 
could be reported as exports from this 
country. A further construction per- 
mitted vessels loading in the British 
colonies merely to touch American 
ports, and, without even unloading the 
goods, report them as imports in'to 
and exports from the United States. As 
a consequence, this peculiar condition 
apparently swelled our commerce 
greatly, and accounts in part for the 
fact that it increased from $43,000,000 
in 1790 to $161.000,000 in 1800 and to 

46,000,000 in 1807. With the troubles 
which rose between the United States 
and Great Britain, however, with ref- 
erence to the impressment of American 
sailors and which led to the war of 
1812. this apparently enormous in- 
crease quickly disappeared, and the 
records of our commerce, which in 1847 
showed a total of $246,000,000, dropped 
to $80,000,000 in 1808, and to $20,000,000 
in 1814. under the embargo act and the 
activities of war. With the close of 
that war commerce resumed something 
like normal conditions, and gradually 
increased, elthough it was not until 


1834 that our exports reached as much 


ag $100.000,000, save in the years 


1806 
and 1807. From that time until the 
middle of the century the growth was

Nearly all the yards 
in this city were brought within the 
combination, which set out with a cap- 
ital of $600,000. The Simons Bros., at 
Pasadena, had a good-sized yerd, and 
the new concern tried to get that. Joe 
Simons, the well-known Democratic 
politician of the Crown of the Valley, 
states that he asked $80,000 for his 
yards, and refused $25,000. So he con- 
tinued to make brick. There was 
peace, however, in the brick market, 
it being agreed to sell at $6 per 1000 in 
the yards. This is a fairly low price. 
At Stockton, and other northern cities 
the price is $10. 

All went well until the Simons Bros. 
were accused of cutting prices. A 
conference brought a modest demand 
on the part of the Pasadena firm to 
be given an even half of the business.

The proposed division did not seem 
fair to the trust, and so the fight be- 
gan. 

Brick is now down to $4 per 1000 in 
the yard. The Los Angeles people, 
when asked about the matter, said 
they were selling brick at just about 
cost, and when asked why, they re- 
plied it was to be patriotic and en- 
courage bulliding. This plan of 
theirs, they say, is successful, as they 
have sold 6,000,000 in a few months.

SUIT FOR A BALANCE. 


DEAL THAT CAUSED TROUBLE 


Andselie Puissegur, Pierre Puissegur 


and Jean Puissegur have begun suit in 


the Superior Court against Jean Apiou 


and Pierre Nicholas, praying judgment 


in the sum of $914.60. 
This lawsuit is another kink in the 


financial complications between the 


Puissegurs and the defendants, which 
received an airing in the Police Court 
some time ago, but which, through 


lack of jurisdiction, could not be thor- 


oughly straightened out. On July 20, 
1899, plaintiffs sold lot 15 of the Bal- 
lestesos Vineyard tract, ig this county, 
to the defendant Nicholas, for $5000, 
who on that date received a deed to 
the property. Of the purchase price, 
however, he paid only , giving a 
verbal order for the balance upon the 
defendant, Jean Apiou, which sum, it 
is elleged, was to be paid on the fol- 
lowing day. 

But when the next day came and de- 
mand was made for the $1000 balance 
from Apiou, it was not paid, with the 
exception of'the tiny sum of $85.40. 
Suit is therefore ingtituted to recover 
the balance of the balance. Why 
Apiou paid only $85.40, he expiains by 
alleging that Mrs. Puissegur owed him 
$914.60 for moneys advanced by him to 
her in the past two years. As soon as 
she learned what he had done, how- 
ever, she syed him in the Police Court 
for board, served him and his nephews 
since 1895.
